Something Like It to Be 
Democratic Relief 
Plan, He Says. 


SMITH WILL CONFER 
WITH PEEK ON FARMS 


Corn-Belt Leader Is to Be the 
Governor’s Breakfast Guest 
This Morning. 


New York, Aug. 1 (A.P.).—John J. 
Raskob, Democratic national chairman, 
today said, after a preliminary study 
of the equalization fee for farm relief.

4 KILLED OF INJURED 
BY GANAL GATE CRASH 


Known Toll Now Eight Follow- 
ing Fall of 500 Tons 
of Steel. 


St. Catharines, Ont., Aug. 1 (A.P.).— 
With the death tonight of two of the 
30 or more men injured today when a 
500-ton steel lock gate crashed into an 
excavation for the Welland Ship Canal 
at Thorold, the death st was increased 
to eight. 

Several of the bodies recovered were 
badly crushed, but all the victims were 
identified as workmen who had been 
in the excavation when the huge con- 
struction crane hoisting the gate weak- 
ened and dropped its burden upon 
them. 

Approximately 40 workmen were tn 
the vicinity of the lock when the ac- 
cident occurred, just before noon, and 
none apparently escaped death or in- 
jury. Rescue workers immediately at- 
tacked the mass of tangled stee) and 
debris in an effort to reach crane men, 
riveters, helpers and ground men who 
were trapped in the excavation as the 
gate fell 

Two cranes were raising the gate. 
One neld, but the second slipped and 
dropped the gate into a steel fabric on 
one side of the lock. 

Identification of victims was diffi- 
cult. some of them being crushed al- 
most beyond recognition. Reports were 
that two men on the faltering crane 
were pitched into the pit and killed 
Some of the injured who were extri- 
cated were hurt so critically that lit- 
tle hope was held for their lives. 

The accident brought to a tota) of at 
least 87 the deaths incurred since con- 
struction of the canal was started, fif- 
teen years ago. Eight men were killed 
in August, 1926, when a shackle broke 
at a lock near the spot where today’s 
crash occurred.

Secretary of Interior West 
Pays Tribute to Work 
of Educator. 


Dr. John J. Tigert, commissioner of 
the United States Bureau of Education, 
has resigned to accept the presidency 
of the University of Florida, it was 
announced yesterday. The resignation 
will take effect September 1. 

Although Dr. Tigert was elected 
president of the Florida institution on 
July 9, the announcement of his 
Selection was not made until yesterday. 

He has been commissioner of educa- 
tion since 1921. 


Secretary of the Interior Roy O. West 


@xpressed regret over Dr. Tigert’s deci- 
sion to leave the Bureau of Education, 
but he said he was transmitting his 
resignation to President Coolidge with 
a recommendation that it be accepted. 
He said that no successor to Commis- 
sioner Tigert had been considered and 
that no one had been recommended 
to him. 
Text of Resignation. 


In his letter of resignation to Secre- 
tary West, Dr. Tigert said: 

“I hand you herewith my resignation 
as Commissioner of Education for 
transmittal to the President. May I 
take this opportunity to say in a 
formal way that I am very grateful for 
the kind consideration which you have 
given me in the short period of time 
that [I have had the honor to serve 
under you. 

“I have had this step under consid- 
eration for some time, the tender hav- 
ting been made previous to your coming 
Your evident interest in education and 
the prospect of such pleasant relations 
ts I feel I would have with you make 
me reluctant to leave the bureau at 
this time. 

However, I fecl that the call of the 
presidency of a State university offers 
@n opportunity to get back into educa- 
tational work which I can hardly afford 
to disregard.” 


Accepted With Regret. 


Replying to Dr. ‘Tigert, Secretary 
West told him that he was familiar 
with the excellent work he had done in 
the seven years he has been Commis- 
sioner of Education. 

“As you know,” Secretary West wrote, 
“I have genuine regret that you decided 
just prior to my appointment to the 
position of Secretary of the Interior, to 
accept the presidency of the University 
of Florida. However, I can well under- 
stand your views in such a matter, in- 
volving your life -vork, and I am trans- 
mitting your resirnation to the Presi- 
dent, recommending its acceptance.” 

Dr. Tigert was born in Nashville, 
Tenn. After he was graduated from 
Vanderbilt University, he went to Ox- 
ford as a Rhodes scholar. Before he 
was appointed Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, he was professor of psychology and 
philosophy at the University of Ken- 
tucky. He holds honorary degrees from 
Bates College, Rhode Island College, 
and the University of Mexico.

HARRISON URGES oOUTH 
TO OTAND BY Tht PARTY 


Recalls Civil War Days, When 
Tammany, in Congress, ‘ 
Was Its Champion. 


WARNS OF PERIL IN BOLT 


Lake, Miss., Aug. 1 (A.P.).—Senator 
Harrison, of Mississippi, pleaded here 
today for Democratic unity in spite of 
any differences on religion and prohi- 
bition. Speaking to a gathering at 
Patrons’ Union, he said: 

“Some may honestly feel justified in 
supporting the Republican ticket be- 
cause of our presidential nominee re- 
specting prohibition. Others may find 
opposition in the fact that the Demo- 
cratic nominee is a Catholic. 

“As important as these qualifications 
may appear to some, may I say that 
the South can not afford to allenate 
those millions of men and women in 
other parts of the country who are of 
he Catholic faith and who entertain 
different views respecting prohibition. 
They have stood with our section for 
three-quarters of a century on the 
many great and major questions of 
party principles and party policies. 

“As to the prohibition question, the 
Republican party has made a mess of 
its enforcement. The Democratic party 
and the Democratic nominee for Presi- 
dent have not only condemned the 
manner in which the law has been 
enforced, but have declared unequivo- 
cally for its. most rigid enforcement. 

“I have voted for every prohibition 
law upon the statute books. I do not 
believe in either their repeal or modi- 
fication and, as a legislator, 1 shall 
oppose any such action. But 1 con- 
cede to the other citizens of this 
country a right to their opinions.” 

Senator Harrison said the Democrats 
of the North had stood by the South 
during the days leading up to and 
after the Civil War, declaring that 
“the people of the South cannot forget 
that the leaders of the Democratic 
party in the North and the East, and 
especially those of New York City, were 
our most stalwart champions.” 

“Are we now to forget,” he asked, 
“that Tammany senators and Tam- 
many representatives then stood upon 
the floor of the American Congress and 
spoke for the South when representa- 
tives of the South were absent? Is: it 
possible for the South today to forget?’ 


Ekern Hits at Work

Passes. Final Day of Vacation 
Fishing With His Son 
on Lake. 


FRIENDS SAY BALLYHOO 
CAMPAIGN IS BARRED 


Hopes to Condense Accept- 
ance Speech to Maximum 
of 5,000 Words. 


Shasta Springs, Calif., Aug. 1 (A.P.). 
Ending his five days in tne mountains 
and forests of northern California and 
southern Oregon, Herbert Hoover start- 
ed back to his Stanford University 
home tonight to again pick up the reins 
of his campaign as the Republican 
presidential candidate. 

Most of the last day of the trip was 
passed on Medicine Lake where he cast 
for mountain trout. Leaving here soon 
after sunrise with his son Alan and 
his friend T. T. C. Gregory, of San 
Francisco, the nominee circled the base 
of Mount Shasta and drove eastward 
37 miles to the lake, where he set out 
in a boat with a guide for his fourth 
fishing venture. 


To Reach City in Morning. 


Rejoining his party here late in the 
day, the nominee had dinner before 
motoring to Dunsmuir, 5 miles away, 
to board a train for San Francisco 
Running as a section Of the Oregonian 
on the Southern Pacific line, the train 
is due at San Francisco at 9:30 a. m. 
tomorrow. From that city the party 
will motor to Stanford University. 

Tomorrow he will start final revision 
of his acceptance address with an in- 
vigorated mind and a fresh outlook, 
and hopes to complete it not later than 
Friday. While Hoover has sought ad- 
vice from many friends concerning va- 
rious phases of the address he is to 
deliver August 11, the speech itself will 
be his own product, couched in his 
own language and embodying his own 
ideas on the tssues of the campaign, 
formulated after his consulations with 
party leaders. 


Talk May Take 40 Minutes. 


The address had been boiled down 
to less than 7,000 words before he left 
Stanford and he hopes it will be possi- 
ble to reduce it to not more than 5,000 
words, the delivery of which ‘ould 
require, perhaps, less than 40 minutes 
Its main sections will deal with prohl- 
bition and farm relief, but running 
through it all, will be his own phi- 
losophy of government and its func- 
tions in these changed times which 
have come with industrial and com- 
mercial expansion. 

While Hoover plans now to do much 
more traveling than was at first con- 
templated, his friends emphasized to- 
day that he will not make any bally- 
hoo campaign; that he will select cer- 
tain cities in the strategic centers— 
East, North, West and South—where 
he will speak and will cover the terri- 
tory in a series of brief trips out of 
Washington which will be his head- 
quarters until election on November 6

Green said that “a political platform 
was @ very general thing.” He added 
that “the personal views of the candi- 
date can make it mean an entirely dif- 
ferent thing.”

In addition to discussing an applica- 
tion for a charter received from the 
sleeping car porters. the executive 
council today approved a message of 
condolence to President Calles of Mex< 
ico on the assassination of President- 
elect Obregon.

When the report of the nonpartisan 
committee is read tomorrow, Green sald, 
it will contain the results of his recent 
conference with Gov. Smith. The con.

sult of a plank in the Democratic plat- 
form which did not cle arly enough de- 
fine the use of the injunction tn labor 
disputes. 

Green declared the injunction ques- 
tlon was foremost in the minds of the 
council because of the fact that its use 
had been “vicious” on several occa- 
sions. 

Outlines Labor’s Wants. 


He explained that labor sought legis- 
lation which would make impossible the 
issuance of orders to prevent picketing, 
meetings and free speech 

Tn addition, it was hoped that legis- 
lation would be promised that would 


not necessitate the validation by equity 


courts of so-called “yellow 
tracts,” the president said. These con- 
tracts, according to Green, are forced 
by employers upon employes and leave 
the latter with no equity whatsoever. 

The council will meet with architects 
and sculptors this week to discuss a 
memorial to be erected in memory of 
Samuel Gompers.

1,095 ARE DECLARED 
TO BE IN GOOD HEALTH 


Silver Spring Community 
Band Will Have First Con- 
cert on Monday Night. 


Only 1,095 children attending the 
public schools of Montgomery County, 
Md., out of 3,780 examined for physical 
and mental defects during the last 
school year, were found to be without 
defects, Dr. William T. Pratt, of Rock- 
Ville, county health officer, said yes- 
terday in summarizing the results of 
the visits of the three nurses to the 
93 county schools. The examinations 
are™optional and voluntary upon the 
part of the pupils, Dr. Pratt explained. 

The remainder of the children show- 
ed, by these examinations, 4,212 de- 
fects. Dr. Pratt charged parents with 
the responsibility for the children’s in- 
firmities, saying that carelessness and 
lack of parental care brought them on 

The object of these examinations, 
Dr. Pratt continued, is to give complete 
advice to as many children as possible 
in as many schools as possible The 
secondary object, said he, is to invite 
the attention of parents to the physica! 
or mental defects, which, in his opinion, 
and that of the nurses, are correct- 
able. Dr. Pratt said he does not advise 
any corrective measures further than 
to request parents to consult their 
family physicians or dentists. 

The three public health nurses of 
Moutgomery County, in order to ac- 
complsh these examinations, made 338 
visits to schools. In addition to ex- 
amining the school children, they im- 
miunized 1,831 of them for life against 
d.plitheria. They made examinations 
In 70 schools in the county. They 
made 642 visits to the schools to in- 
Struct children how to combat infec- 
tlous diseases.

Corporations “called,” or withdrew 
their loans, as suddenly and with as 
little advance notice as they made then, 
with conseqyent abrupt curtailment of 
the supply regardless of market needs 
and a wide increase in the call money 
rate. Such a situation occurred July 2 
when $75,000,000 quickly was with- 
drawn from the money market to meet 
mid-year dividends with interest needs 
of the corporations and call money rose 
within a few hours to 10 per cent, the 
highest rate in years. Only yesterday 
some $60,000,000 was withdrawn, and 
the rate rose to 8 per cent. 

No definite action in the matter may 
be expected of clearing house members 
tomorrow.

He said 
he, Mitchel and Agent R. E. Herrick, 
obtained a card from a waiter in the 
Frivolity Club to an attache of Helen 
Morgan’s place. This gained them en- 
trance, but they were not served any 
“hard stuff” until two house men had 
looked them over. They were then 
permitted to buy two bottles of ginger 
ale, a quart of champagne and a pint 
of whisky for $52.75. 

Another night, he said, they returned 
with Mrs. Tyson and had some drinks 
and a “light lunch” for $92.60. ‘They 
met Miss Morgan during these visits 
and Tyson said she told them of a 
former raid on her club but said she 
had everything fixed up now with “one 
Campbell,” The affidavit did not iden- 
tify this Campbell as referring to Mau- 
rice Campbc'l, prohibition administra- 
tor in this district.

Aviation is developing with breathless speed. 
On the day when the United States reduces air 
postage to 5 cents an ounce, the Azores be- 
comes the center of interest, with Capt. Frank 
T. Courtney and party taking off for Newfound- 
land in a Dornier-Wal fiying boat, and Maj. 
Ramon Franco and party about to arrive from 
Cadiz on a flight around the world in a super 
Dornier-Wal. The flight from the Azores to 
this continent has not yet been accomplished, 
but the reverse flight has been made several 
times, and there is reason to believe that the 
Azores will become a regular port of call for 
Atlantic fliers. 

Maj. Franco intends to fly from the Azores 
to Halifax, thence down the coast to Havana 
and across to the City:of Mexico, and thence 
up the Pacific Coast to Alaska and across to 
Kamchatka and Japan. He plans to return to 
Cadiz in 45 days. His plane, the Numancia, is 
equipped with four 500-horsepower motors and 
has a speed of 104 miles an hour.

Postmaster General New called attention re- 
cently to the enormous growth of the aviation 
industry, which now boasts of more factories 
than the automobile industry, and a capital 
investment running into the hundred millions. 
The exchange of information among aviators 
and airplane manufacturers is an encouraging 
factor, enabling widely separated operators to 
adopt the latest discoveries and inventions. 
Thus the present type of airplanes is under- 
going constant change and improvement in 
reliability and speed. Doubtless other inven- 
_tions will make striking innovations and hasten 
“the day when mankind generally will adopt 
flight as a customary method of travel. The 
evolution of a parachute that will permit the 
safe landing of a disabled plane is a badly 
needed device; and perhaps such a parachute 
will be provided with a motor capable of carry- 
ing the plane along until a suitable landing 
With such an inyprovement in 
safety, the last fear of the earthbound con- 
servative should be removed. 


ACCLAIM TO NOBILE. 


Italy would have been strangely recreant in 
its obligations to the man had it done other 
than give to Gen. Nobile the vote of confidence 
which the acclaiming throngs of Rome voiced 
without measure. The government of Mus- 
solini may be counted upon to make a thorough 
investigation of the facts which led to the 
tragedy of the Arctic. Away from the at- 
mosphere of calumny created by the settled 
hostility of the Soviet government of Russia 
toward Italy and its premier, the investigation 
can be carried on impartially and with dignity.

CHAIN IDGE. 

Further postponemént of the opening of 
Chain Bridge is announced by the officials in 
charge of the repairs upon the structure, and 
although the public is assured that travel can 


be resumed on August 10, there have been so 
many previous disappointments that the as- 
sertion does not carry conviction, 

No one will question the wisdom of the 
Commissioners’ action in closmg the bridge, 
even though considerable inconvenience was 
thereby caused, when {t was discovered that 
danger threatened. A long delay, which may 
have been excusable but was certainly annoy- 
ing, preceded the first step toward remedying 
the impaired condition of the bridge, and since 
then enough time has elapsed to build a new 
one. During this time traffic along the Cana} 
road and over the structure into Virginia has 
been diverted to Lee Highway, adding to the 
congestion which already existed on that thor- 
oughfare. 

The situation was further complicated when 
the Virginia authorities decided to straighten 
and widen Lee Highway between Rosslyn and 
Cherrydale without waiting for Chain Bridge 
to be opened, This necessitated detours of 
many miles, with utter disregard of public 
convenience, The needless trouble caused by 
this regrettable lack of cooperation has been 
endured with remarkable patience. 

It is to be hoped, however, that the promises 
now made in regard to the opéiling of the 
bridge will be fully redeemed and that a res- 
toration to something like normal conditions 
will soon be realized. 


A WELL-CONDUCTED CONVENTION. 

The National Association for Colored Wom- 
en is to be felicitated upon the admirable man- 
ner in which its convention in this city has 
been conducted. The program was carried out 
with business-like ability and the delegates 
devoted themselves to the consideration of 
practical subjects without wandering off. into 
the region of irritating and insoluble problems, 

The association has demonstrated that its 
management is in capable hands, and it has a 
right to be proud of its success in establish- 
ing national headquarters in Washington, It 
has done much toward advancing the educa- 
tion of the negro race by emphasizing this all- 
important subject. Its discussion of other mat- 
ters was marked by intelligence, common sense 
and restraint. 

Above all, the convention demonstrated that 
these women have the true interest of their 
people at heart. Its personnel hag taught the 
lesson of self-reliance, which makes the surest 
appeal to outside ald. It has attempted in sober 
and sensible fashion to improve conditions, 
and its accomplishments have been

ART OF THE CAVE MAN. 


In the very early eras, as late as that of 
the Pleistocene, Britain was still a part ot the 
continent and the work of the sea in cutting 
through the chalk strata that outcrop in the 
cliffs of Dover had not been accomplished, 
That insularity of the British people which 
was to give them institutional, economic and 
military greatness had not been created, and 
denizens of swamp and forest, as well as man 
himself, were of similar type over all northern 
Europe. : 

A striking plea for the readjustment of 
ideas with respect to the ancestors of the 
ancient Britons is found in the art collection 
which Sir William Boyd Dawkins has pre- 
sented to the Manchester City Art Gallery. 
These drawings and wal) paintings, collected 
and put together by the artist, show that the 
cave man was not the half-wit that superficial 
opinion has believed. The art of these priml- 
tive men shows a type of mentality which, 
the donor of the collection asserts, places him 
high in the field of intelligence. The art of 
Britons was of a piece with that of their 
brethren all the way over Europe and down 
to the GYtrait of Gibraltar and across into 
North Africa. Simpler society of the period 
probably favored greater uniformity of life 
habits than today, when human societies are 
but the wreckage salvaged from the wars of 
history. 2 

Anthropologists assert that primitiveness 
does not imply stupidity. Our own American 
Indians have produced men with a genius for 
statecraft who, given the education, would 
have matched the Clays and the Websters. 

Toward the close of the Pleistocene period 
the cave artist appeared with his palette, and 
depicted animal life, with some artistic tribute 
to the earth itself, the sky and the sea. Man 
was an artist probably as early as he Wis an 
organizer. Amazing examples of a difficult 
art, that of cloisonne work, which dates back 
to early Britain, seems to have been derived 
from Eastern Europe or Asia. The high men- 
tality of the cave man accounts for the per- 
sistence and the productions of his best suc- 
cessors. 


JUGGLING WITH CREDIT. 


Credit was established through the Federal 
Reserve system for the needs of legitimate 
business and not to aid speculation. When 
the money market provides a surplus over 
the needs of industry, the stock exchange is 
the beneficiary. Hasty withdrawals from the 
market for the neéds of industry produce the 
inevitable reaction which In the past was a 
fruitful source of panics. Back of speculative 
stock, industry lies two removes; back of 
actual investment in enterprise, industry is 
but one remove. It is.as natural for profits 
to flow into channels of expansion as for a 
river to discharge through its mouth, but 
speculative use of funds may be likened to 
the diversions of a river delta—it is never 
surely known just where the drift will lead. 
Anticipation of the wealth-production of the 
country through expanding business calls for 
bank credit, and as the reserve system does 
not for a moment propose to hold reserve funds 
to match every imaginable draft upon the 
future by industry, the capitalization repre- 
sented by business confidence and business 
enterprise must necessarily find restraint at the 
bank window. Restriction of credit is due 


not to a purblind view of the field for money 


use. It is due to the fact that credit is ap- 
proaching the limit of the reserves established 


s 
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by the ‘law that brought the Federal Reserve 


system into existence. 

If the money-employing public likes the 
exuberance of speculation more than the prac- 
tical grind of business application, and pre- 
fers to divert credit money to the stock mar- 
ket rather than employ it in the slower and 
surer ways of investment in the capital goods 
of industry, then the exhaustion of the re- 
serves bears hardly upon those who come up 
against a situation such as exists at the pres- 
ent time, that of restricted credit. In vain 
the responsible banking authorities point out 
that the spirit of the law is violated by such 
practices, even if the letter is preserved. The 
Federal Reserve system exists for the purpose 
of stabilizing and promoting enterprise and 
not for market juggling. The jugglers dry up 
the sources of credit and the effects are widely 
spread over the entire field of industry. Here 
is an abuse that should be stopped. 


THE HIGHER LIABILITY. 


In view of the vast program of building that 
is being entered upon in this city, it might 
be timely to suggest that all contractors be 
especially warned of their higher liability in 
respect to the security of their workmen. Pro- 
viding liability insurance for the men who do 
the work is only one part of the obligation. 
The other should be that the contractors are 
expected to carry on their building operations 
without loss of life that can b aceable to 
fault of theirs. ( \ 

The point of these observations ‘is the dis- 
tressing accident at the Arlington Memorial 
Bridge, when the snapping of a big beam 
brought death to one laborer and injury to 
others. There is no disposition here to sug- 
gest blame, but if the accident might have 
been avolded a measure of culpability remains. 
It is difficult to know the strength of derricks, 
despite their proved weight-lifting ability, and 
in this case there seems to have been specia! 
strain put upon the beam in pulling from the 
ground the steel piles used in cement mold- 
ing. 

A thorough inspection of the equipment of 
the contractors from time to time, and speci- 
fications rigidly drawn so as to show that the 
liability for avoidance of accidents to em- 
ployes is a responsibility toward society as 
well as a direct responsibility toward the in- 
dividual, would probably insure even greater 
carefulness. As a rule they are even more 
anxious than the public that great building 
operations may be put through with the casu- 
alty showing creditably low. Mechanized la- 
bor, taking the place of manual labor, has 
widened the field of potential accidents. 
Hence the necessity for exercising greater 
care and forethought.

Watson, however, holds the view that if the 
child has already beeu spoiled, punishment 
may be a needed corrective—a practical appli- 
cation of the trial and error theory. 

Prof. Leta Hollingsworth would allow the 
rod some play in the hands of the teacher, 
believing that lack of training in a good psy- 
chological manner makes almost imperative 
a good spanking at times. 

To slip from the pages of the periodical to 
an instance, a teacher in one of the Washing- 
ton schools, who lives in a Maryland town, 
took her 7-year-old child from the local school 
and brought him to a city school because the 
teacher in the home town, while standing at 
the very top in the approval of school authori- 
ties, was beset with an obsession for spanking 
the kids, among them this particular one, 
whose nervous organization, his mother be- 
lieved, had thereby become badly upset. 

As good an answer as any for the spanking 
conundrum is that from the days of Solomon 
it has had support, but advancing knowledge 
as to the nature of childhood and its necessi- 
ties, should point to other and better ways of 
pruning from it the excrescences of mental 
growth and encouraging the development of 
character.

FILIPINO SCHOLARSHIP. 


Civil service provision for Filipino students 
who desire to study in the United States will 
tend to direct increasing streams of the 
bright young people of the islands to the 
schools of this country, It is interesting to note 
the turn of the scholastic tide.. Upon the ac- 
quisition of the islands by this country the 
flow was in the other direction; schoo] teach- 
ers and school executives went to the Philip- 
pines and established the splended system ot 
schools there, which are now directing their 
alumni to this country for higher and special- 
ized education. Assumption by the United 
States of a measure of responsibility in the 
matter is in recognition of the great value of 
the trained natives for public positions, 

Those who successfully pass the examina- 
tion of the Civil Service Commission will] be 
entitled to $40 a month from the Philippine 
government for the period of their study, the 
beneficiaries, after their postgraduate work 
in the fields of chemistry, engineering, educa- 
tion or surveying, will be obligated to give 
five years of service to the government of their 
country. Thus the islands will be henefited, 
and there will not be set up any competition 
with Americans, which would have created a 
problem of placement of the educated Filipinos 
that would be a difficult one to solve. 

Good moral character, sound health, and 
possession of a bachelor’s degree from a col- 
lege of recognized standing are required of 
those who apply for the examination. Appli- 
cations to be received up to August 20. These 
young persons returning to the islands equip- 
ped by specialized training, and already pos- 
sessing knowledge of the resources and the 
needs of the Philippines, will be factors for 
its progress and peace,

Absolved From Stringency. 


The present stringency in the money 
market has been improperly attributed 
to the policy of the Reserve banks, in 
an opinion made public yesterday by 
the National City Bank of New York. 
On the contrary, the bank believes 
that the Federal Reserve Board policy 
has saved the market from a contrac- 
tlon of credit which without their 
intervention jwould have created “a 
crisis of the first magnitude.” 

“This stringency,” the bank de- 
clares, ‘“‘has resulted from an increasing 
demand for credit outside of commer- 
cial uses, chiefly in evidence in the 
increase of brokers’ loans.” 

Continuing, the bank states that 
“this demand for credit is outside the 
field which reserve credit is designed 
to cover. Reserve banks are not 
authorized to lend upon Stock Ex- 
change collateral, and if funds bor- 
rowed upon eligible collateral are 
diverted to the security markets, the 
law is violated in the spirit if not in 
the letter, for the intent to maintain 
a reserve fund for commercial pur- 
poses is to that extent defeated.”

Further plans for the building now 
rest with Mr. Garfinckel, Tompkins said. 


Proposal Is Voted Down. 


The proposal to amend the District’s 
moning regulations so as to permit 
erection of 130-foot buildings without 
the setbacks at 110 feet was voted 
down by the commission, 

Both the amendment and the Gar- 
finckel application were opposed by the 
National Capital Park and Planning 
Commission, the American Civic Asso- 
ciation and the American Institute of 
Architects. The action of the com- 
mission places the building height lim- 
itation at 110 feet, although buildings 
may be erected as high as 130 feet in 
certain areas if setbacks are used above 
the 110-foot level. 

The application of the Warren F. 
Brenizer Co. to have the square 
bounded by P and Q streets and Half 
street southwest and South Capitol 
streets zoned from residential to com- 
mercial to permit erection of a plant 
wag approved. 


Rezoned for Apartments. 


The commission also approved the 
application of Charles Fadley, who re- 
quested that a portion of lots front- 
ing on Oak street, west of Sixteenth 
street northwest, be rezoned so as to 
permit erection of an apartment house 
on an entire parcel of property which 
he owns in that vicinity.

GORDON REVERSES 
RULING BY M’CARL 


Directs Payment of $5,000 to 
Executor of Peter Lynch, 
World War Veteran. 


A decision of Comptroller General 
McCarl by which he ruled that the act 
of March 4, 1925, amending the veter- 
ans’ act, did not apply to the case of 
Peter Lynch, a war veteran, was re- 
versed yesterday in an opinion handed 
down by Justice Peyton Gordon in Dis- 
trict. Supreme Court. The opinion re- 
leases $5,000 held in the United States 
Treasury since December, 1921. 

Peter Lynch, a war veteran, having a 
$10,000 war Tisk policy, died. Shortly 
after that, his mother, the sole bene- 
ficiary died, leaving six persons en- 
titled to shares in the policy. Three 
of these were known and the other 
three had disappeared arfd have not 
been located, 

The Veterans’ Bureau distributed 
one-half the fund to the known bene- 
ficiaries and after a ruling by McCarl 
held the balance, $5,000, claiming that 
the amendment of March 4 did not ap- 
ply. The amendment authorizes the 
bureau to pay over to the administra- 
tor for the dead soldier a lump sum to 
be distributed by him under the pro- 
visions’ of the laws of the State in 
which he was appointed. 

Justice Gordon held that the amend- 
ment does apply in this case and di- 
rected the bureau to pay the balance 
to Ogden Stevens, the administrator.
